_ Next Door: 
Death in Convoy 


(This is the second of a series, “They’re at War Next Door,” 
by George Lyon, who spent a month in Canada making an ex- 
haustive study of the war effort. He talked with all kinds of 
people—from Prime Minister William Lyon Mackenzie King to 
the seamen of the North Atlantic convoy. He rode with the 
“tankers” at Camp Borden and studied at first hand all phases of 
the British Commonwealth air training plan. ‘Today he continues 
his story of the heroes of the “bridge of ships.”)

Sailors in east coast Canadian ports almost always ended 


up telling me the same story. They had just asked one of| 
their mates—his name never was the same—how his mother 


Was getting along back in England and he said, “Mother 
hasn’t been feeling quite herself since the bomb exploded: 
in the kitchen.” 

I suspect it’s a music hall gag which has gone the rounds 
of the fleet but it really is typical of the regard with which 
understatement is held in the seacoast towns . 

But for the lowest lowndown in understatement, I give 
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torpedoed in a convoy not so long ago off Iceland. “Johnson” 
and “Tiger Tilley” are fictitious names which I use here be- 
cause of regard for the Canadian censors. 

I was sitting one morning in the office of Commander

Richard Oland, chief of the naval convoy service in a Ca-| 


nadian port, watching some of the convoy commodores—most 
of them retired British admirals now returned to service on 
the North Atlantic at an average age of 60 years—when an 
aide laid a sheet of paper on the commander’s desk. He 
glanced at it and handed it to me. It read: “Captain of ‘Tiger 
Tilley’ outside.” 

“You'll want to talk to him,” the commander said. 
see you're introduced.” 

A few minutes later I was 
sitting beside the captain, a 
blue-eyed, compact piece of 
Welsh sea stock who remind- 
ed me of nothing so much as 
a piece of finely tempered 
steel. I asked him to tell me 
in his own words what hap- 
pened to his ship and so, in a 
cold, measured monotone, he 
dictated his story of death in 
the convoy. I took it down 
word by word and here it is: 

“Torpedoed without warn- 
ing Sunday. First torpedo 
struck engine room. Vast 
clouds of steam covered mid- 
ship section. Lifeboats and 
derricks unshipped. Ship shivered. Lights went out. Thir- 
« ty-seven survivors got away in four or five minutes. Both 
wireless aerials down. No radiation. No SOS going out. 

“Chief officer took boat away from ship. Only one life- 
boat left. I knew men in locker room and stokehole were 
That’s where we were hit.

anyone selecting the right lottery 
number were déscribed yesterday 
by Dr. Boyce Martin, dean of Em- 
ory University’s school of business 
administration. 

He testified for the government 
as an expert in the four-count fed- 
eral income tax evasion trial 


against Walter J. Cutcliffe, former 


Atlanta lottery operator and part 
owner of the famous Home Com- 
pany, lottery house. 


With paper and pencil, Dr. Mar- 
tin took the stand and estimated 
the odds against lottery winners 
in answer to the questions of 
Prosecutor J. Ellis Mundy. 

“Because there are 1,000 num- 
bers to choose from,” Martin ex- 
plained, “‘the odds are 1,000 to 1 
against a particular number hit- 
ting on a certain day. When the 
lottery company pays a premium 
of only 500 to 1 for a hit number, 
it is giving itself a 50 per cent 
margin of operation.” 

Dr. Martin added that further 
odds favored the lottery company. 
He said that if 13,700 persons 
played the “bug” on any one day, 
only 13.7 persons could mathemat- 
ically be expected to select the 
same number. “Therefore, no more 
than 20 and no less than 7 per- 
sons could possibly win the bug 
on any single day.”

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Stalin and Iran 

Hitler’s conquests in southeastern Europe 
have given Stalin food for thought, just as did 
the Nazi smash into Poland and infiltration 
into Finland. Stalin must again consider 
counter-moves against this growing threat to 
the west. Undoubtedly he is dreaming the age- 
old dream of the czars—a dream of a warm 
’ water outlet to the Indian ocean. Being coldly 
practical in his reasoning, the Russian dictator 
is forced to envisage an invasion of almost de- 
fenseless Iran (Persia) as a counterstroke 
against any Hitler move across the Dardanelles 
into the oil fields of the middle east. 

The British wild. be in no position to add 
Russia to its active enemies even though their 
Persian oil fields are among their most pre- 
cious assets. The empire, temporarily at least, 
would be forced to save face by permitting oc- 
cupation of Iran, giving Stalin a1 outlet to the 
oceans of the world that would at once nullify 
the value of the Dardanelles as a route to 
world markets. At tee same time, Hitler would 
be in no position counteract the Russian 
move even though his eventual dream must be 
the seizure of the untold and unfathomable 
riches of India, even as it has always been a 
Russian dream. 

As the Greek tragedy draws to its inevi- 
table final curtain—for this performance at 
any rate—larger events are shaping on the 
world stage. It is to this eastern corner that 
the attention of the world will next be focused. 
It will be one of the greater tragedies, yet it 
is not without its advantages, if we, too, are to 
be coldly practical about the war. The intru- 
sion of Russia into Persia would throw an ad- 
ditional buffer against Hitler and to that ex- 
tent relieve the British and her Allies of a 
major concern—the immediate protection of 
India. True, it would make greater oil supplies 
available to Hitler, but at the same time would 
permit concentration of effort in the Atlantic, 
where the war must eventually be won or lost, 
and in the Far East where a southward move 
by Japan would wreak irreparable harm. It is 
a time for realism, for sorrow, but not despair. 
For that would be the final tragedy.

ONE CHEERING EVENT WASHINGTON, April 22.—We 
now have sufficient knowledge of

Whether the British can continue to sink the Axis convoys de- 
pends largely upon whether Admiral Francois Darlan puts the 
French fleet at the Nazi’s service. In that case the British may 
lose the Mediterranean. We know that the danger that Darlan 
will yield to German pressure has never been so acute as now. 

The fortunate British stroke in the straits only emphasizes the 
lesson of how the sinking of a single convoy in the narrow part of 
one sea applies to all the world’s seas. No matter what happens 
on the continent of Europe, as long as we have superior naval sur- 
face power, sufficient auxiliary fighters and bombers, with anti- 
aircraft gun protection, the big guns of our battleships and cruisers 
will be master wherever our fleet moves, provided its line of 


communication is secure. 
YUGOSLAV WEAKNESS No enemy can depend upon any 
Fifth Columnist in our fleet. What 
happened to Yugoslavia amounts to the same as though a son of 
our Pacific or New England coast became lukewarm, for sectional 
reasons, about working in the same gun crew with a son of the 
south or middle west. 
Yugoslavia’s fate is the most tragic example yet in Fifth Column 
success in promoting lack of unity. Though short of guns and 
tanks, this did not quite explain how an army which had 1,800,000

within eleven days. Reports show that the Germans had long in- 
sidiously nursed the racial antipathies of the nation which was first 
called the kingdom of thg Croats, Serbs and Slovenes, out of respect 
for its component parts.

Souvenirs °f ours we have all 
our gadgets from 


In 
all these travels we have acquired 
very little, for we could do noth- 
ing with possessions except send 
them to storage.

For now, 
instead of a museum flooded over 
with senseless souvenirs, we have 
just enough for each one to be an 
individual thing with a person- 
ality.

THERMOPYLAE PASS German troops are storming down to- 
ward Thermopylae pass, seeking to 
catch up with the retreating British.

I read that the German tanks came through rough passes which 
it was believed no heavy tanks could come.

Not once did one of the light English tanks take out its slingshot 
and stop one of the heavy tanks. 

The 1,000 Greeks who held Thermopylae could be taken with a 
couple of men using a machinegun and a few hand grenades. 

The English are dying like heroes, but also like flies. They are 
dying courageously, but they are dying in greater numbers than the 
Germans, who also die bravely. Their spirit in the face of great 
odds thrills one’s body and soul. But the fact remains, they are 
dying and they are being defeated. Human spirit can’t beat the big 
guns and the bombers. 

The voice of the sardonic realist, Napoleon, comes back to us? 

“God is on the side with the most guns.” 


THE OLD KAISER’S DREAM Turkey is next. Turkey must 

either permit German troops 
to cross her territory and gradually give over her internal affairs 
to German supervision, or be crushed. 

How tough a foe will Turkey be? 

Not very tough. Not much tougher than Greece. 

Turkey has few planes and few of those she has are’ modern.

The facts are, Germany has won the war in Europe. The old 
dream of the Kaiser of a sphere of influence flowing from Berlin 
to Bagdad is about to come true. 

It doesn’t matter much which course Turkey takes. She will 
lose either way. It just isn’t in the cards for a nation unpre- 
pared to defeat one that is. 

A fight would, of course, be desired. It would give England 
more time. It would use up some of the German materials. But 
Turkey can’t win. : 

It is useless to hope Russia will come in. Russia has demone- 
strated she means to keep out of the war. Some experts on foreign 
affairs believe Russia will consent even to some joint use of the 
Ukraine in order to avoid war. Russia knows her army can’t halt 
the Germans. 

Germany has won Europe and now turns to the Turks and to 
the Dardanelles. 

_ The nex step will be Turkey or Gribaltar, held by the British 
since 170%. It likely will be Gibraltar. The Germans will put 
pressure on Turkey and begin the nut-cracker suite against Gibral- 
tar. This will serve to keep aid from going to Africa and will make 
easier the German maneuvers against Gibraltar. 

Not a pretty picture. But the end isn’t yet.

Yet officials in 
Washington, eager to avoid criticism and preserve public morale, 
are making the mistake of sugar-coating bitter facts and even 
concealing much that is shameful. 

It is always a mistake to distrust the good sense of free people, 
or treat them like children who cannot bear the truth. English 
leaders learned this by hard experience—and almost too late. 

The people will back their government against any disloyal 
group. And they will stand fast if they know the truth, whereas 
concealment makes them suspicious and credulous, so that every 
rumor of disaster is accepted as a fact. 

Newspapers print as much of the truth as they can discover, 
but busy people do not analyze it or realize its full meaning. 

They need some voice that speaks with authority—scome man 
they know and trust—to give them the inside facts day after day, 
and call a spade a spade regardless of the tender feelings of traitor- 
ous group and individuals. : 

It isn’t decent to mince words while men are dying for want 
of plain speaking. 

It is common knowledge that defense plans have been held up 
many times by big business men greedy for more profits. Even 
— the building of desperately needed ships is delayed by wran- 
gling. 

If there is disloyalty, why whitewash it? The names of the 
guilty and the story of their greed should be shouted from the 
housetops. 

It isn’t by accident that strikes and sabotage and deliberate 
time-killing occur chiefly in key plants where the CIO is influe 
enced by Communists. 

If Communists and labor groups dominated by them are de- 
liberately holding up defense work, why keep silent about it? What 
good is served by pussyfooting diplomacy?

Rung BY MISTAKE 


Here Are Some of the Probable Causes 


Each day hundreds of people in 
Atlanta are called to the telephone 
by mistake because some telephone 
users fail to take the proper precau- 
tions in dialing. 

This trouble would be practically 
eliminated if everyone would adopt 
the following suggestions: 

The most common mistake is 
made in dialing numbers from mem- 
ory. When in the least doubt about a 
number look it up in the directory 
first before dialing. 

Transposing numbers while dialing 
is another mistake often made. For 
example: You have RA-1234 clearly 
in mind but you dial RA-2134. 

Using the wrong prefix is also a 
common error. It’s easy to call. MAin 
for WAlnut, CRescent for CAlhoun, 
etc. Remember the correct prefix 
is just as important as the correct 


number. 
Always listen for the dial tone be- 


fore dialing. If you dial before hear- 
ing the dial tone you will not get 
anyone or you will get a wrong 
number. 


Forcing the return of the dial will 
also cause you to get a wrong num- 
ber. After turning dial to the finger 
stop, remove your finger and allow 
the dial to return of its own accord. 

Too-rapid dialing is likely to cause 
you to dial a digit adjacent to the one 
you wished to dial. For example: 


You wish to dial number RA-4162 


‘but you actually dial RA-3162. 


When you discover you have 
dialed a wrong number, do the cours 
teous thing, don’t hang up at once, 
but wait a minute and beg the pare 


.don of the person you have called to 


the telephone by mistake. 


If you use a manual telephone, be 
especially careful to speak distinctly 
and directly into the mouthpiece 
when giving the number to an 
operator. 


The telephone company and the 
hundreds of people who daily are 
bothered by being called to the tele- 
phone by mistake, will appreciate 
your cooperation in correcting the 
trouble.

“Two special dangers accom- 
pany a cold,” says a pamphlet dis- 
tributed to the public by an insur- 
ance corporation under the sance' 
tion of the medical ,and health 
“authorities” of the country. “First, 
the early signs of 1.:uch more seri-: 
ous diseases, such as influenza, 
measles, scarlet fever and whoop- 
ing cough.” 

That is almost true. The early 
signs (symptoms) of all the dis- 
eases recognized as respiratory in- 
fections, including not only the 
specific “contagious” (they are not 
contagious at all, so far as we 
know, but communicable by infec- 
tion only) diseases mentioned but 
also epidemic cerebrospinal men- 
ingitis, infantile paralysis, pneu- 
monia, diphtheria and many cases 
of tonsilitis, pharyngitis, acute 
rhinitis (coryza), acute bronchitis, 
perhaps even chickenpox and 
smallpox—in the early stage of 
any of these respiratory infections 
no one, not even the best of phy- 
sicians, can tell whether the ill- 
ness or indisposition is going to 
be trifling, mild, severe or fatal. 
There is no gainsaying this fact 
either.
